Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see pages 1 -3, filed 9/8/1 0, with respect to the rejections 
of the claims have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejections of all 
claims have been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 13-15, 17-18, 24-25, 28-32 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The structure 
of independent claims 24 and 25 are no longer obviated by the prior art. Specifically, 
the prior art does not teach the structure of the spray channel and the arrangement of 
the spray channel.
